inina No. '2 of the Northern Pacific Coa 
company, at thia point, in which the 
losa of Ufo exceeded in number that o 
any other disaster that haa evar been 
chronicled in the northwest cr on the 
1'acitic aiope. The exact nature of tba 
explosion or the causes that led to it 
will probably never ba known. 


At tliH writing it ia balievod that every 


miner who was at wort in the slope at 
the time has p rished. It is not defin- 
itely known aa to tim number of men 
who wero in tho vicinity ol the disaster, 
though it is thought that between 45 and 
50 men were on the three levels that 
were affected by the explosion. 


Iiarge relief forces are at work and up 


to this time two bodies have been re- 
covered. These men were working near- 
est the opening and at some distance 
from the point where it is thought the 
exclusion occurred. 


Moat of the men were 1500 to 2000 


(eet faither in the slope and in tha im- 
mediate vicinity of the explosion. 


There ia no doubt either in tbe mind 6 


of the miners or company officials that 
every runn was instantly killed by the 
explosion,

Tbe Iloalyn mine is cne of the largest 


ia the United States, supplying the west- 
ern division of the Northern Pacific and 
Union Pacific railroads, and haa a ca- 
pacity 20uO tone per day. The explosion 
occurred just as two gangs were shifting 
at 1.30 p.m. The cause of it ia not 
known. Two boys who were in the tun- 
nel escaped, but they aro the only ones 
from two ganga BO far recovered. He- 
ports eo far received indicate that the 
explosion has closed up the shaft and 
tbat tho mine ia on fire and it in impos- 
sible to recover the bodies. The com- 
pany will forward forty coffins from here 
by tbe midnight train. 


At 7.30 two other bodies, both terri- 


bly burned and mutilated, have been re- 
covered.

ROSLVN, Wn., May 10.— The slope in 


which the explosion occurred rung from 


t No. 2 down to a point where a proposed 


Hhaft will be annk and is 2000 in depth. 
Seven loveln have been worked in the 
elope and it is conjectured that the ex- 
plosion occnred at some point on the 
fourth or liith level. 


For the past few months more or less 


danger has been connected with tbe 
work in this part of tho slope on account 
of unusual generation of gas, and the 
management is credited with having ex- 
ercised naual precautions. 


Two air conreea were in process ot 


construction iu the supposed vicinkv of 
the explosion with the intention of join- 
ing, and it presumed that when the two 
coarEPB met the explosion occurred. 


Persona who were at tho opening of 


tha slope pronounce the concussion as 
terrible, it being sufficient to at leant 
throw a coal car some distance from a 
point whera it waa standing near the 
entrance. Great volumes of after damn 
and smoke rolled from the entrance, 
making the approach dangerous. 


Aa soon AS it was possible to enter tbe 


roof the crew waa set to work, but the 
progress was impeded by smoke and 
damp which the tnnnel continued to 
emit, 


At 4.30 o'clock the first bodies were 


reached, being those of John Bone and 


v John Campbell. After that work pro* 


"gieesed more rapidly, and at 6 o'clock1 
two other bodies were brought ont, and 
•t 7.30 two others, all terribly burned 
and mutilated.

As progress was made the 
frightful 


election of the explosion became more 
and more manifest. Timbers wero torn 
out for hundreds of feet and the whole 
interior 
frightfully 
wrecked. 
It is 


thought the fire was started in the lower 
level and arrangements are being made 
to turn on water as soon aa that fact is 
developed. Air fana are working to full 
capacity and everv effort is being made 
to recover the bodies of the imprisoned 
men. 


All the miners in camp able to work 


are working in shifts. Thn latest theory 
of the disaster ia that an immense head 
of natural pas was struck and by some 
•means ignited. 
Nothing but safety 


lamps Rro uRcil in this part of the mine. 
From the terrible wreckage of tho alone 
interior and doubt an to the e> istence of 
fire in tbe lower level, there ia no way ol 
determining how soon the bodiea can be 
recovered. 


This Is tho Beyond fatal explosion that 


has nccurrnd in tho slope within the past 
two months ; tho first resulted in the df>ath 
of a negro driver whose carelessness waa 


attributed as the causa. At that time 
ex-Superintendent Ronald recognize* 
that the slope work waa very dangerous 
and recommended extraordinary precau- 
tions. It is stated -that Acting Superin- 
tended Harrison has been careful with 
the work, and cautioned the men to al- 
ways have lampa iu proper shape. 


At midnight nine additional bodies 


have been removed aa follows: David 
UeesJr, Thomas Holmes, Ben OstailT, 
George Moses, Prusa Laving, John 
Mattto, Robert Shots, Joseph Lewis. 
Frank Hanna, brother-in-law of William 
Kobiuaou, who was working with the 
latter, was among tbe killed. The total 
loaa will foot up at least forty-eight. 


Bodies recovered are burned and in 


some instances badly chaired, others 
show that dpath resulted simply from 
concussion. It appears that thoae who 
were on tbo upper levels sustained 
greater mutilations than did thase lower 
down. 


Relief work still continue, and the 


miners aro working bodily to recover the 
bodies of their dead companions. It is 
thought that the lower levels are free 
from tire from the fact that the interior 
air is growing purer hourly.

California Fruit in England. 


SAX FKANCISCO, IJay 10.— The monthly 


meeting of tbe state board of trade was 
held this atternoon. A letter was read 
from Parker, Welleay & Co., London, 
who stated that they bad dealt largely 
in California fruits during the last few 
years and still deaire to do BO, and, if 
possible, more extensively than before. 
They dwelt on the fact that the develop- 
ing of the frnit industry of California, so 
far us English and other foreign markets 
wero concerned, was only to bo bronchi 
about through handling of dried fruits 
through main channels of trade rather 
than those of co-operative character. 
They stated they bad only once flolit 
directly for the California shipper. It

where vacancies occur open competition 
ahall be announced by postotfico in- 
spectcrd, who shall recommend the beat 
man to the postmaster general, after re- 
ceiving application and examining fact.". 


Congressmen and other federal officers 


are forbidden to make recommendations 
or to interfere in any way with appoint- 
ments under the bill, and appointments 
or removals upon political grounds ia 
srohibited.

TO BE CONSTRUCTED IN 
ARI- 


ZONA 


For the Purpose of Storing Water for 


Irrigating Thousands of Acres 


of Land. 


PIKKNTX, A. T., May 11.— A company 


was orgtnized today for the conatraction 
of one of the largest artificial reservoirs 
in the world. The site taken is in Box 
canyon, 400 yarda below the junction of 
Tonto creek and Salt river. 


The height of the dam is to be 209 feet 


and the back water will extend sixteen 
miles to the Sierra Arena mountains, 
making a capacity, according to the 
county surveyor, of 103,058,040,800 cuhic 
feet of water. 


Owing to the abundance of lime, rock, 


timber and otber building materials on 
the ground tho cost of building will not, 
it iu'expected, exceed f 1,500,000. 


The new reservoir will have a capacity 


to irrigate all the lands of the Gila, 
Verde and Salt valleys, from the point 
where tha water ia taken oat to the Col- 
orado river nt Ynma. 


The enterprise is backed by New York 
capital.

Free twins ia tbs ranks of labor are 


apt to mislead their fellows with tbe 
argument that it :s tb? orgaobutioa of 
labor which alone ensures to tba worker 
better wages and more of the comforts of 
life in the United States than anywhere 
alee on earth. They seem to overlook 
the fact that the trades union movement 
ol England is forty to fifty yeara in ad- 
vanca of the eame movement in the 
United States in everything except the 
matter of compensation for labor done. 
The recent shut down of the mines for 
the purpose of forcing up the prii-e of 
coal by restriction the output, in which 
nearly half a million people participated 
aa a unit, is an evidence of the powt-r of 
Kncliah labor organizations to control 
their members. 
And if organiz Uion 


alone could control the pric* of lalnr the 
English workers would ba the best piid 
labor iu the world. That it i?, on thft 
contrary, among tha poorest is too well 
known to require demonstration here. 


There ara tivo thinia which working- 


men in th<* United fitst?s fihould always 
keep in iniud whoa consifierinc tliia 
question. Protect ioa, by sooarioR^him 
the homo market, mukta it possible :or 
an employer to pay good waxes, and 
thorough, intelligent OMenizitioa of the 
employes will require him lo do it. 
On 


tho othf-r hand, no power can oompa! 
thz- payment of higher wa^oa than the 
condition of the markoE will warrant. 
Organization might compel the closing of 
a factory; but protection aud oriiauizd- 
tion must go hand in hand to insure 
prosperity to both the employer and em- 
ployed. Encland seeks to control the 
markets of the world for the products of 
her mills and factories; and she can 
only do so in proportion 89 tho can un- 
dersell 
hc-r competitors from 
other 


nations. In order that this may be done 
labor ia brought down to the life-line, 
children are forced into the factories 
beforo they can read or write, and tho 
mothers either go into th.9 factories 
themselves or contribute to Ihe family 
support by receiving factory work al 
their miserable homes. The workers do 
not live, they ineicly exist, and that, loo 
in epite of a thorough, intelligent or- 
ganization of the lauor forces. The cage- 
workera of the United StaU-s do no1 


want thia condition of affairs here, noi 
will they permit it. American labor 
knows what it is to enjoy enmo of the 
pood things of life and will not bo ce 
prived of that enjoyment without mak- 
ing si] Eiflort to retain it. 
Under pro- 


tection labor finds employment at re 
muuerative wages, but under free trade 
tho American kboier must inoritably bo 
reduced to the condition of his leaa fort- 
unate brother across the ocean. Intel- 
ligent men in the racks of labor organ- 
izations need only to understand this 
question to see tlieir path of duty in the 
right direction^

Tales, Franklin's Autobiography, Wash- 
ington and His Country, Scott's Lady 
ol the Lake, Ir ving's Alhambra, Ten 
Great Events in History, etc. 
In every 


year pupils read four books, two selected 
for purely literary merit, one iu prose 
and one in verse. Of the remaining two, 
one in geographu ;-historic in its nntnre, 
the other scientific. 


Tbo language or grammar of the firet 


aeven yearn ehonld be baaed on this 
readintt. Eaee, accuracy nnd fluency in 
the mother tongue should ba one of the 
chief resnlta of intelligent handling of 
tho reading material. No achool han nny 
righ1'. to demand popular support which 
does net train its pupils to proficiency in 
the use of the Kngliah language. If thia 
bo done, there need be but little worry 
over each things aa parsing, diagram- 
ming and false syntax. 


The writing of "the public schools has

Then tho vineyards dispose of their 
breeding stock, because hena and roos- 
ters have au insatiable appetite for 
yonnc grapes and they are almost as de- 
etructive as hogs in vineyards. 


Broilers are readily sold at S7j£ cents 


each and there are not enough in tbe 
market now to supply tho demands of 
Freano epicures.

DECLARATION

Tlie Necessary Steps to Ue Taken to 


Become Qualified to Kxcrelse 


the Right of Suffrage.

Iu view of (he large number of pereons 


who are becoming naturalized with the 
intention of participating in tho Novem- 
ber election, and realizing that there are 
many more who are entitled to become 
citizens who do not understand the scope 
of the Inwa upon the tubject, wo have 
prepared a digest of tho revised statutes 
upon the eabject for the information c 
ourreadura. 


H you ara not a citizen, peniso this 


futHo carefully and ascertain whether 
or not you arc entitled to become Gucli. 
In any case cnt this arlicla out aud pre- 
serve it, so Ihat you may understand 
what is necessary to qualify a person to 
btifome a citizen, and when vou ftro ap- 
proached upon (he subject by thote de- 
Biting to become citizens you can give 
them the desired information from an 
authentic eource. 


An alien may become a citizan of thy 


United Slates in the following mancer, 
and not otherwise : 


First— fie bhull declare on oath before 


a circuit court of the United States, or a 
district or Eupreme court of tho territo- 
ries, or a court of record of any of Ihe 
elates, two years at least prior to hia ad- 
mission, tbat it is his bonaticta intention 
to become a citizen cf Ihe United Stales, 
and uiuat lenoujice forever all allegiance 
and fiiieiiiy to any foioign country, and 
particularly to the one of which he is a 
citizen at thfl time of making the declara- 
tion. 


Second— After Uie lapse of two yeara 


hft-nif.yinnke application to bccouia a 
cirizyu, aud muft liipn raabo showing ua 
foUowe: Ue shall dechro on oath be- 
fore any nf the courts above isieiitioijen 
ihat ho will support tha coneiiiution of 
the Unittd Sttiiea, and thf.t he ii' eolutely 
renounces all allegiance to auy foreign 
power, and especially to the power o 
which he wae beforo a Eubjcct. 


Third— It must be shown to thn 


satisfaction of the court, by two com- 
petent witnesses, that

States 
n*. 


lOHHt five years, and within ths elato 
one year at least; that he ia of good 
moral character, attnched to the princi- 
ples of the constitution of the United 
iStates, and well disposed to the hupp! 
USES and good order of the same, but the 
oath of ilia applicant shall in no cnne ho 
allowed to prove hie residence. 


Fourth— Any alien of the age ot 21 


and upwards who hns or may enlist in 
Hie regular or volunteer forces of tbe 
United States, and who haa been or mar 
hereafter bo honorably discharger], shall 
be admitted to citizenship upon his peti- 
tion without previous decluraliou of in- 
tention, and shall he required to prove 
one year's residence within tbe United 
States previous to such application He 
must aleo prove good moral character 
aud the honorable discharge. 
Fifth — Any alien being nnder the age of 
21 years who haa resided iu tbe United 
Stateo throB yeara next preceding hia 
arriving at. that ace and who haa contin- 
ued to reside therein to the time he may 
inako application to boadmittedacitizen 
thereof may after he arrives at the ace of 
2L yecra and 
aflt-r he has resided 


live yea IK within tho United Slates in- 
cluOiiij.' tho three yea-a of his minority 
ho admitted r.e a citizen without having 
made ;i dei:I tuition of intention ; but 1m 
fhonlrl tnnko such declaration at UIR lime 
of Hilmission and declare on oath that lor 
two i ears next |>re;:i'dii!ii it has been his 
bor.a tidointeuLton to become a citizen, 
lln P'iall in nil other rpppccts comply 
with the unluraliz.Uion law. 


Sixth.- --When any alien diea before ho 


ia actually natnnilizfd the widow and 
child rou of such alianfcbail be considered 
citizens of the United States and entitled 
to all rights and privilppes as sur.h npon 
taking the oaths preecribed by law. 


Seventh.— No alien ehall become a cit- 


izen who boa not resided five years, next 
prec.edin^ hia admission, in the United 
States. 


Eighth.— The children of persons duly 


natuialized under the laws of the United 
States, euch children beinK at the time 
of thfl naturalization of their parents nn- 
der the age of 21 years ehall be consid- 
ered citizens of the United States. 


Ninth.— Every seaman, being a for- 


eigner, who has duly declared hie inten- 
tion to become a citizen and subsequent 
to Buch declaration bus served three 
years on beard a merchant VCBEO! of tho 
United Siatcs may, upon application to 
any of the conrts specified and produc- 
tion of his certificate of discharge nnd 
pood conduct dnrinp that time tcgftlher 
with hie certificate of declaration of in- 
tention bo admitted to citizenship.

Bishop Taylor then brought forward and 
ilaced on a stand a little African child, 
which he brought wjth him, explaining 
hat though on!7 3 years old and only 
brae months out of heathendom she 
lad learned to epeak English.

ST. HELENA, May 7.—A very large 


meeting of wine growera wan held here 
today at which resolution3 wore adopted 
reciting that by reason of vory general 
and severe frost* throughout tbe state,

Returning to Amer- 
ica he studied law and completed hifl 
education, graduating with honors from 
one of the beat universities in tbe coun- 
try. He came to California about fifteen 
years ago and eetiled in Ban Francisco, 
where be began to amass wealth as a 
commission broker. 


"At the Bay city he waa married to 


thfl daughter o! tho millionaire, Lloyd 
Tevis, by whom ho had two children. 
Subsequently bin wife procured a divorce 
and ia now tbo wife oi Fred Sharon, 
while the children era with their grand- 
mother, Mrs. Tevia. Eight years ago 
Mr. Breckinridge came to this country; 
he worked on tbe west mde for a few 
weeka, then came to the aounty seat find 
opened a law office. His was a brilliant 
mind, and being an f loquent speaker he 
Boon rose close to the top round of the 
ladder. Ho was married to Miss Turner, 
daughter of W. C. Turner of this connty, 
by whom he had one child, who is with 
its mother at her father's home. 


Mr. Bieckinridg-i nominated Allen G. 


Thurman for Vice President in the 
Democratic national convention of 1834. 
He leaves a mother in Missouri, a 
brother in the state of Washington, an- 
other brother in Congress from Arkan- 
sas, and a cousin, W. C. P. Breckenridge, 
in Congresa from ^ Kentucky.

The good results of the- reciprocity 


treaties recently negotiated by our gov- 
ernment with foreign countries 13 well 
illustrated by the effect of the treaty 
with Spain in the flour trade of Cuba. 
For n number of years past the exporters 
of Hour from the United States have 
been carrying on a sharp competition 
with the Spanish exporters oflfiour to 
Cuba.

It eaye that shortly after !l o'clock 
londay night lie was suddenly attacked 
with cramp colic. For tin hour or BO he 
offered intense pain, Dually sending for 
Dr. Castle in tbe hope of getting eoine 
elief. 
The doctor gave him a hypo- 


ermic injection of nierphine, which 
eemed to have little or »io effect. A 
ecnnd doae of morphine waa given him 
alf an hour after tho Grst. He was ait- 
ing on tbe edge of tbe bed, and soon 
fter the second dose was administered 
ie gave a gasp, fell over prostrate on tho 
ed and expired in a few moments. 
Dre, Castle and Sherman did all that 
onld be doae to reeucitati tbe unfor- 
unate man, using every endeavor to pro- 
iuce artificial resjtkation,etc-ibut life was 
evidently extinct, for no breathing could 
be detected after the gasp, and a few mo- 
ments later the heart ceased heating. 


"John W. Breckinridge waa one of the 


most talented men in this state. 
He 


came from the Kentucky stock of Breck- 
nridsce, being born in tbe Blue Graes 
state in 1849, of notable parents. Uia 
'ather, John C. BrHckiuridge, wan 
elected Vice President of the United 
States in 1856, on the ticket with Bu- 
chanan. At tho nge of 15 yonnc Breclc- 
enridpo WRB Bent to France, remaiDinn 
several years and receiving a high col- 
egiate education at Taris. While there 
10 was commiBBioned a lieutenant by the 
Empress Eugenie. Returning to Amer- 
ca he studied law and completed his 
education, graduating with honors from 
one of the best universities in the coun- 
ty. lie came to California about 6fteen 
years ago and eet: led in San Francisco, 
where be began to amass wealth as a 
commission broker. 


"At the Bay city he was married to 


the daughter oE tbo millionaire, Lloyd 
Tevia, by whom he had two children. 
Subsequently hiawifft procured^ divorce 


E. R. Smith, the gentleman who was

Against theso maraiuU-rs of 
iinton society and other foes the lioui-y 
hut's often fortify their hives, barricad- 
ing tbo entrance by a thick \\;ill, with 
bastions, casematL-s nud deep, narrow 
gateways. Vvhcn there seems to bo no 
immediate danger *7 hostile attack these 
defensive worlts, vrhich seriously inter- 
fore with tbo ordinary industrial lifo of 
tho hive, aro removed aud not robnilt 
until there is fresh occasion for alarm.

Keedley's Eareka trees, 3 years from

EDITOH RBITRLICAN—Your article in 


THE RBPintr.icAv on the raisin market 
the other day, to the effect that the 
packers are united, ready aud willing to 
join the growers in co-operating with 
them BO as to obtain good prices! by the 
plan of ceasing to be in tho market aa 
burera, but instead act simply Jas pack- 
era and commission men, etc., forthB 
grower nt an agreed percentage as pay 
for such services, is a subject which un- 
der existing circumstances is worthy of 
the most earioua consideration on the 
part oi the growers who are not IUPUI- 
bers of the co-operative packing compa- 
nies. Eveu the co-opcrjitiva concerns 
should take action in thia matter, aa it 
involves even their interest in this, that 
iE the growers and packers unite there 
should ba no competition between those 
so united and the co-operative packing 
companies in the distribution and ealc of 
this year's raisin crop, hnt a definite, 
agreed, understanding between all ho^v, 
when aad where ths rawina are to be 
shipped. 
Committees from a!l con- 


cerns packing and 
shipping raisins 


should meet and confer together and es- 
tablish grades and prices upon the rais- 
ina before leaving California an.l notify, 
aa your article says, eastern buyers, who 
theu will be ready and willing to buy at 
Bnoh prices. 


T will add that no buyer should be 


allowed at any time to obtain any rais- 
ing cheaper than tho Eet price, or thiin 
other buyers, which, of course, should 
be reasonable, otherwias euch prices 
would baa stumbling block in the way 
of a ready sale of the crop. 


Last season, being one of a committee 


of fifteen fruit and raisin men appointed 
by a meeting at the Hughes hotel to 
confer with the packers upon the subject 
of forming a uuion or formulate and 
work upon some plan which would be a 
benefit and protection both to growers 
and packers, I read a plan at the meet- 
ing of the committee, a plan wbich, if it 
had been adopted and carried out, all 
would have made money out of their 
raisins and fruit, and we would now have 
been ready tn go on in the same lina 
this season, perhaps adding some im- 
provements when and wherever it waa 
found neces?ary. 


But as none of the packers, except a 


eoapta of growers, who packed their own 
raising alao, attended the meeting the 
plan was not reported to the general 
mafia meeting. This plan I have yet in 
my poaaesBBipn, but as it gooa greatly 
into the details of the business and being 
lengthy 1 feel that I would be intruding 
upon your vata&blo space in presenting 
it fnr publication. 


Personally, my first choice is that 


the growers themselves should organ- 
ize a strong union or treat, grade, 
pack, ship and market their own prod- 
ucts, but, as it appears from tbeir action, 
that they are not yet ready for such a 
meftanre. 1 would join any grower's as- 
sociation who are willing tn meet the 
packers once more and eeo if we ran be 
united and harmonize oar interests. I 
am very hopeful that it can be done this 
year, as last year's experience baa taught 
both growers and puckers the absolute 
necessity of doing something or go down 
tot-ether. 


Let sorriA one call a meeting and thun 


eet the ball rolling, and keep it rolling 
until victory ovnr adverse circumstances 
is accomplished, thereby eava our indus- 
try and make us all prosperous.

Proposition. 


It is likaly that IJayes £ Sana will not 


take the high school bonds, and the city 
officials ard very imlignaet over the 
backing and litliDg and utterly boyish 
and uutwsinew Hfco coarse of the Cleve- 
land Gru). 


When tho city trustees accepted the 


bid of 0. C. Cocking of Ixia Angelea to 
EdU tha bouda far a commission of £2500, 
his principala, Hayes & SODS, at hia re- 
quest weie allowed thirty days' time in 
uhii-h to examiue tiie abstracts and have 
the bonds lithographed. It was agreed 
that the interest on the bonds ehould 
begin to inn from the day of their eale, 
or in other words from the day on'ffhich 
Hayea & Song should pay the purchase 
prico of $50,01)0. 


At the meetinp of the city council on 


April -'Id Marcus Pollaeky appeared ba- 
fore the council, and after announcing 
that the thirty days' time allotted to 
Hayes A Sons had expired asked that 
the contract bo awarded to him, he being 
the nest lowest bidder, hia proposal 
being io accept a commission of $'J7."»t). 
Clerk Dennett exphvned that he had re- 
c-eived a letter from Hayea & Sons a lew 
days before, in which they had made 
curtain inquiries regnrdiun the bonds, 
and the clerk recommended that they ba 
granted a far; dnya further time. 


The clerk was" iaatructed^to immedi- 


ately telegraph to Hayes A Sons and usk 
them whether they intended to tako tho 
bonds or uot, and in the event of their 
declination to consider nil negotiations 
with tho Cleveland u'rni at en end. 


Among the questions propounded in 


the letter of Hayes & Sous was whether 
Fresno had evolved from a city of the 
fifth claaa to a city of tha ionrth class by 
reason o! increase of population. 


Clerk Dennett sent a peremptory dis- 


patch in answer to which he received 
the following from Hayes it Sons; 


"Yes. We take the bonds uncondi- 


tionally. See letter." 


Thia'apparently disposed of tho matter 


and the clerk receiving it forwarded th» 
bonds. 
After they had been ssnt he re- 


ceived a letter from the firm stating that 
tbeir attorneys still insisted that the 
bonds should be made payable to the 
city treasurer and indorsed by him in 
blank. 
The other inquiries as to thn 


claea to which the city belonged were re- 
peated. The apparent object of thiare- 
qne=t was to make the hond?men of the 
city treasurer liable in cafe the bonds 
should be found to have been illegally 
issued. 


Last Wednesday Clerk Dennett re- 


ceived the following telegram: 


"Sena telegram eigned by you and the 


president saying thst tho new bonds will 
be eijjaed payable to bearer, and assur- 
ance that the council will pass the nec- 
essary ordinance. One clause making 
the bonds payable only ont of number 
five fund to ha stricken out. The Act 
does not call for it. Telegraph bank to 
allow ns $2500, Cockins having assigned 
the same to ns. Interest should only be 
figured to date of purchase aa per agree- 
ment. Are ready to take them np as 
above." 


In a letter received from Mr. Cockins 


a few days ago he insisted that tho in- 
terest should begin to ma from the date 
on which the council accepted his pro- 
posal, thia bein^ hia interpretation of the 
worrfa "dfttft of sale." The obscnre re- 
ference in the telegram to in at matter is 
evidently b-.eed npon tho eame ridica- 
lons interpretation. Bnt this position is 
not tenable. The bonds were not sold 
on credit, and they cfiuuot bo considered 
sold until the money is paid for them. 


City Trustee Cole and City Attorney 


Terry bad a conference yesterday with 
Clerk Dennett and decided that nnder 
the statute of 1BSO, under which the 
bonda were issued, no change could be 
made in any of the terms of the ordin- 
ance or of the call for tho special elec- 
tion. 


The matter will ba diseased at the 


council meeting nest Monday night.
